The Rev. Dr. Nichols, Chairman of 
the Committee on Home Mission s, then read 
his report. 
It showed the total n um ber of 
mission aries d urin g the year to be 1,592, an d 
mission ary teachers 318; 10,490 person s were 
received on profession of faith, an d 6,585 by 
certificate; total m em bership 93,188 an d total 
in con gregation s 156,748. F orty five churches 
d urin g the year lin ve become self-sustain in g 
an d 165 Hew on es formed . 
The last Assen i 
l)ly authorized the raisin g of $850,000 for the 
use of Home Mission s an d though the amoun t 
collected is some $49,000 in excess of previ­ 
ous years.it is yet $12,000 short of the amoun t 
authorized . 
The report recommen d ed that 
for the en suin g year $875,000 be authorized 
for the use of Home Mission s.

amoun t is con sid ered n ecessary because of

It showed the total number of 
missionaries during the year to be 1,592, and 
missionary teachers 318; 10,490 persons were 
received on profession of faith, and 6,585 by 
certificate; total membership 93,188 and total 
in congregations 156,748. Forty five churches 
during the year linve become self-sustaining 
and 165 new ones formed. The last Assem­ 
bly authorized the raising of $850,000 for the 
use of Home Missions and though the amount 
collected is some $49,000 in excess of previ­ 
ous years.it is yet $12,000 short of the amount 
authorized.

FARM CROPS AND EXPORTS. 


T he National Grang e, at its session in T o­ 
peka last fall, called upon the Commissioner 
of A g riculture for inform ation in reg ard to 
the opportunities for enlarg ing the foreig n 
m arket for American farm products. 
The 
reply has been prepared, and is eml>odied in 
the report of the A g ricultural Departm ent 
for May . 
The fig ures do not m ake a show­ 
ing very encourag ing to the Dem ocratic plan 
of m aking the United States a purely ag ri­ 
cultural country ,by abolishing the tariff pro­ 
tection that sustains its g reat m anufacturing 
sy stem and creates a home m arket for the 
farmer. 
In reg ard to the im portant commodity of 
w heat, it is found that Europe raises 1,200,- 
000,000 bushels herself, which is twice the to­ 
tal production of the United States. Europe’s 
im portation of foreig n wheat is 144,000,000 
bushels. 
Even if the U nited Slates could 
control the entire m arket of Europe for for­ 
eig n 
wheat, 
the 
sides 
would 
amount 
to less than one-fourth of our present pro 
duction. 
The home m arket for wheat is 
w orth three times the very best opportunity 
that Europe could g ive us. 
F or oats, ry e 
and barley the outlook is even more hopeless. 
E urope imports only 19,000,000 bushels of 
oats and 1,500,<MH1 of ry e, while the United 
States ex ports 2,500,000 bushels of the former 
and 1,500,000 of the latter. 
W e ex port no 
barley at all, but im port 7,500,000 bushels. 
H ere is a chance for a home m arket for bar­ 


ley . 
O f Indian corn Europe im ports 83,000,000 
bushels, of which 68.000.000 come from the 
U nited States. 
The entire receipts of corn 
by E urope could be supplied by either Il­ 
linois, Iowa or Missouri. Of potatoes Europe 
g row s more than she needs, while the United 
States is oblig ed freq uently to call upon Can­ 
ada or Germany . 
T here is, therefore, a 
hom e m arket for more potatoes. 
Europe 
im ports over 1,0<X),000,000 pounds of rice, 
but none of it comes from the United States. 
T his is an item of interest to the Southern 


farm er. 
T h e United States supplies 
24,000,000 
pounds of the European deficiency in butter, 
w hich is25,000,000 pounds. Of the deficiency 
of 140,000,000 pounds of cheese, the United 
States supplies 118,000,000 pounds. 
Europe 
im ports 2,636,000,000 pounds of cotton, of 
w hich 1,850,000,000 pounds come from the 
U nited States. 
But in reg ard to the wool 
crop a rich opj>ortunity opens to the Ameri 
can farm er. 
The net European deficiency is 
780,000,(MX) pounds, while the United States 
im ports 69,000,000 pounds. 
O f tobacco the 
U nited States supplies 242,000,000 pounds of 
the European 
deficiency 
of 
324,000,000 
pounds. 
T h e report concludes w ith the statement 
th at nlK>ut one-tenth of our ag ricultural pro­ 
ducts arc ex ported. 
T hey are chiefly cotton, 
tobucco, meats, breadstutfs and cheese. 
Of 
other articles, the ex ports am ount to less 
than three per cent of the total. 
The first ar­ 
ticle sug g ested for the increase of production 
in w hich we have the soil and climate is su­ 
g ar. 
O ur wheat and flour sold abroad will 
scarcely pay tor the sug ar th at we imi>ort. 
F lax and hemp should be m ore ex tensively 
trrown, w ith which to furnish bag g ing for 
cotton, wool and hops, now costing us mil­ 
lions. 
Of the im portation of $20,000,000 of 
fruits, nt least one half should 
Ijc produced 
in this country . 
H ere is a presentation of the ag ricultural 
products of the United States for 1887, from 
w hich the farm er can 3ee, by com paring them 
w ith the above fig ures, that he is chiefly de­ 
pendent 
upon the 
home 
m arket; 
Corn, 
1.456.161.000 bushels; 
w heat, 
456,329,000 
bushels; oats, 659,618,000 bushels; barley , 
56.812.000 bushels; ry e, 20,691,000 bushels; 
buckw heat, 10,844,000 bushels; wool, 285, 
000.000 pounds. 
For other crops we have to 
g o back to the census of 1880: Butter, 777,- 
250,287 pounds; cheese, 27,272,489 pounds; 
cotton, 5,755,359 lwdcs; hay , 35,205,712 tons; 
hops, 26,546,378 pounds; molasses, 16,573, 
272 g allons; orchard products, $50,876,154; 
potatoes, 169,458,539 bushels; sweet potatoes, 
33,378,698 bushels; rice, 110,131,373 pounds; 
supar. 178,872 hog sheads; tobacco, 472,661, 
157 pounds.

Beardsley was on hand witli a fierce bull 
dog , aud prom ptly ordered the men off. Ex 
hausted w ith their strug g le with the stron 
current, and somewhat frig htened at their 
narrow escape from being carried over the 
rocks, neither W ilkinson nor Bolton was in a 
condition to comply with Beardsley ’s com 
m and. 
T his enrag ed the farm er, and g rab 
bing Bolton, he ordered his dog to attack 
him , which 
the animal did. 
W ilkinson 
picked up an oar and threatened to brain 
Beardsley if he did not call the dog off. This 
was done under the influence of fear, but the 
dog had succeeded in tearing and lacerating 
Bolton’s arm in a fearful m anner, and his 
hand had been bitten throug h in three places 
Beardsley was arrested on Monday and 
broug ht before Justice Levy . 
The triaf con 
sum ed several afternoons, and on F riday the 
Justice g ave his decision. 
He found: First, 
that the dog had not lieen reg istered, as re­ 
q uired by law, and w*as therefore liable to lie 
shot on sig ht. 
For this oversig ht on Beards­ 
ley ’s part lie was fined. 
Second, Beardsley 
had neg lected to place “ trespass” sig ns on 
the bank of the liver, and the two men had a 
perfect rig ht to land there, the more so as 
their lives were in dang er, and common h u­ 
m anity would allow them to land even if 
w arning s had been posted. 
T hird, the as 
sault was ag g ravated, aud he would req uire 
$500 bonds for Beardsley ’s appearance at the 
nex t term of the Superior Court. 
Bolton’s 
arm has become badly swollen, and his phv 
sician fears blood poisoning and the conse­ 
q uent am putation of the arm . 
Bolton will 
also beg in civil suit ag ainst Beardsley as soon 
as the ex tent of his injuries is learned.

FARM CROPS AND I XPO RTS. 


Tho National Grange, at its session in To­ 
peka last fall, called upon the Commissioner 
of Agriculture for information in regard to 
the opportunities for enlarging the foreign 
market for American farm products. 
The 
reply has been prepared, and is emlHxlied in 
the report of the Agricultural Department 
for May. 
The figures do not make a show­ 
ing very encouraging to the Democratic plan 
of making the United States a purely agri­ 
cultural country.by atolishing the tariff pro­ 
tection that sustains its great manufacturing 
system and create* a home market for the 
farmer. 
In regard to the important commodity of 
wheat, it is found that Europe raises 1,200, 
000,000 bushels herself, which is twice the to­ 
tal production of the United States. Europe’s 
importation of foreign wheat is 144,000,000 
bushels. 
Even if the United State* could 
control the entire market of Europe for for­ 
eign 
whent. 
the side* 
would 
amount 
to less than one fourth of our present pro 
duction. 
The home market for wheat is 
worth three times the very liest opportunity 
that Europe could give us. 
For oats, rye 
and barley the outlook is even more hopeless 
Europe imports only 19,DOO,GOO bushels of 
oats and l,5<»0,ttO0 of rye, while the United 
Slates export* 2,500,000 bushels of the former 
and 1,500,000 of the latter. 
We export no 
barley nt all, but import 7,500,OOO bushels. 
Here is a chance for a home market for bar 
lev. 
Of Indian corn Europe imports 83,OOO,OOO 
bushels, of which 68,000,000 come from the 
United Slates. 
The entire receipt* of corn 
by Europe could l>e supplied by cither Il­ 
linois, Iowa or Missouri. Of potatoes Europe 
grows more than she needs, while the United 
Blate* is obliged frequently to call upon Can 
ada or Germany. 
There is, therefore. « 
home market for more potatoes. 
Europe 
Imports over 1,000,000,01)0 pounds of rice, 
but none of it comes from the United States 
This is an item of interest to the Southern 
farmer. 
The United States supplies 
24.000.000 
pounds of the European deficiency in butter, 
which is25,000,000 pounds. Of the deficiency 
of 140.000.00tt pounds of cheese, the United 
States supplies 118,000,000 |>ounds. 
Europe 
imports 2,636.000,000 pounds of cotton, of 
which 1,850,000,000 pounds come from the 
United States. 
B utin regard to the wool 
crop a rich opportunity opens to the Ameri 
can farmer.

Beardsley was on band w ith a tierce bull 
dog, and promptly ordered Hie men off. Ex­ 
hausted with their struggle with the strong 
current, and somewhat frightened at their 
narrow escape from being carried over Hie 
rocks, neither Wilkinson nor Bolton was in 
condition to comply with Beardsley’s com­ 
mand. 
This enraged the farmer, and grab 
(ling Bolton, he ordered his dog to attack 
him. which 
the animal did. 
Wilkinson 
picked up an oar and threatened to brain 
Beardsley if tie did not call the dog off. This 
was done under the influence of fear, but the 
dog bad fueceeded in tearing and lacerating 
Bolton’s arm in a fearful manner, and his 
band had U rn bitten through in three places. 
Beardsley wa* arrested on Monday and 
brought before Justice Levy. 
Tile triaF con­ 
sumed several afternoons, and on Friday Hie 
Justice gave his decision. 
Ile found: First, 
that the dog had not lieen registered, as re­ 
quired by law, and was therefore liable to lie 
shot on sight. 
For this oversight on Beards­ 
ley's part he wa* fined. 
Second, Beardiley 
had neglected to place ‘'trespass’* signs on 
the bunk of the liver, and the two men had a 
perfect right to land there, the more so os 
their lives were in danger, and common hu­ 
manity would allow them to land even lf 
warnings had been posted. 
Third, the as­ 
sault was aggravated, aud lie would require 
tflOO bond* for Beardsley's appearance at the 
next term of the Superior Court. 
Bolton’s 
arm bas tiecome badly swollen, and bis phy­ 
sician fears blood poisoning and the conse­ 
quent amputation of the arm. 
Bolton will 
also begin civil suit against Beardsley as soon 
as the extent of bis injuries is learned.

FARM CROPS AND EXPORTS. 
The National Grange, at its session in To­ 
peka last fall, called upon the Commissioner 
of Agriculture for information in regard to 
the opportunities for enlarging the foreign 
market for American farm products. The 
reply has been prepared, and is eml>odied in 
the report of the Agricultural Department 
for May. The figures do not make a show­ 
ing very encouraging to the Democratic plan 
of making the United States a purely agri­ 
cultural country .by abolishing the tariff pro 
tection that sustains its great manufacturing 
system and creates a home market for the 
farmer. 
In regard to the important commodity of 
wheat, it i9 found that Europe raises 1,200,- 
000,000 bushels herself, which is twice the to­ 
tal production of the United States. Europe’s 
importation of foreign wheat is 144,000,000 
bushels. Even if the United Slates could 
control the entire market of Europe for for­ 
eign wheat, the sales would amount 
to less than one-fourth of our present pro 
duction. The home market for wheat is 
worth three times 1 be very best opportunity 
that Europe could give us. For oats, rye 
and barley the outlook is even more hopeless. 
Europe; imports only 19,000,000 bushels of 
oats and 1,500,000 of rye, while the United 
States exports 2,500,000 bushels of the former 
and 1,500,000 of the latter. We export no 
barley at all, but import 7,500,000 bushels. 
Here is a chance for a home market for bar­ 
ley.Of Indian corn Europe imports 83,000,000 
bushels, of which 08,000,000 come from the 
United States. The entire receipts of corn 
by Europe could be supplied by either Il­ 
linois, Iowa or Missouri. Of potatoes Europe 
grows more than she needs, while the United 
States is obliged frequently to cull upon Can 
ada or Germany. There is, therefore, a 
home market for more potatoes. Europe 
imports over 1,000,000,000 pounds of rice, 
but none of it comes from the United States 
This is an item of interest to the Southern 
farmer. 
The United States supplies 24,000,000 
pounds of the European deficiency in butter, 
which is 25,000,000 pounds. Of the deficiency 
of 140,000,000 pounds of cheese, the United 
States supplies 118,000,000 pounds. Europe 
imports 2,636,000,000 pounds of cotton, of 
which 1,850,000,000 pounds come from the 
United States. But iu regard to the wool 
crop a rich opportunity opens to the Ameri 
can farmer. The net European deficiency is 
780,000,000 pounds, while the United States 
imports 69,000,000 pounds. Of tobacco the 
United States supplies 242,000,000 pounds of 
the European deficiency of 324,000,000 
pounds. 
The report concludes with the statement 
that about one-tenth of our agricultural pro­ 
ducts arc exported. They are chiefly cotton, 
tobacco, meats, brendstutts and cheese. Of 
other articles, the exports amount to less 
than three per cent of the total. The first ar­ 
ticle suggested for the increase of production 
in which we have the soil and climate is su­ 
gar. Our wheat and flour sold abroad will 
scarcely pay tor the sugar that we import. 
Flax and hemp should be more extensively 
crown, with which to furnish bagging for 
cotton, wool and hops, now costing us mil­ 
lions. Of the importation of $20,000,000 of 
fruits, at least one-half should be produced 
In this country. 
Here is a presentation of the agricultural 
products of the United States for 1887, from 
which the farmer can 3ee, by comparing tlum 
with the above figures, that he is chiefly de­ 
pendent upon the home market; Corn, 
1.456.161.000 bushels; wheat, 456,329,000 
bushels; oats, 659,618,000 bushels; barley, 
56.812.000 bushels; rye, 20,691,000 bushels; 
buckwheat, 10,844,000 bushels; wool, 285,- 
000,000 pounds. For other crops we have to 
go back to the census of 1880: Butter, 777,- 
250,287 pounds; cheese, 27,272,489 pounds; 
cotton, 5.755,359 Iwdes; hay, 35,205,712 tons; 
hops, 26,546,378 pounds; molasses, 16,573,- 
272 gallons; orchard products, $50,870,154; 
potatoes, 169,458,539 bushels: sweet potatoes, 
33,378,693 bushels; rice, 110,131,373 pounds; 
sucar. 178,872 hogsheads; tobacco, 472,661,- 
157 pounds.

The boycott, always a reliance fit only for 
scoundrels, is not likely to grow in popular­ 
ity by the use that is being made of it at 
Chapel Four Corners, in the town of Cum­ 
berland, Khode Island.

DEFICIENT IN COMMON HUMANITY. 
A C onnecticut F arm er Made to Pay For 
111» U nexam pled Hardheartedne»». 
A nsonia, May 20.—A peculiar case has 
just been tried before Justice Levy of New 
Milford. On Sunday, May 12, James Wilk­ 
inson and Richard Bolton, employees of the 
pottcrv works, went out to row on the Uousa- 
tonic River. Arriving at the “rapids” thry 
attempted to turn aliout and come home, but 
the current was too strong, and their boat 
soon felt the influence of it aud was soon 
drifting toward the dangerous spot. Their 
only chance of safety 
seemed 
to 
be in rowimr obliquely against the 
current to the shore, 
which 
they 
did, and landed on the properly of Frederick 
Starr, which is leased by Charles Beardsley. 
Beardsley was on hand with a fierce bull­ 
dog, and promptly ordered the men off. Ex­ 
hausted with their struggle with the strong 
current, and somewhat frightened at their 
narrow escape from being carried over the 
rocks, neither Wilkinson nor Bolton was in a 
condition to comply with Beardsley’s com­ 
mand. This enraged the farmer, and grab­ 
bing Bolton, he ordered his dog to attack 
him. which the animal did. Wilkinson 
picked up an oar and threatened to brain 
Beardsley if he did not call the dog off. This 
was done under the influence of fear, but the 
dog had succeeded in tearing and lacerating 
Bolton’s arm in a fearful manner, and his 
hand had lieen bitten through in Ihree places. 
Beardsley was arrested on Monday and 
brought before Justice Levy. The triaf con­ 
sumed several afternoons, and on Friday the 
Justice gave his decision. He found: First, 
that the dog had not been registered, as re­ 
quired by law, and was therefore liable to lie 
shot on sight. For this oversight on Beards­ 
ley’s part he was fined. Second, Beardsley 
had neglected to place ‘ * trespass ” signs on 
the bank of the river, and the two men had a 
perfect right to land there, the more so ns 
their lives were in danger, and common hu­ 
manity would allow them to land even if 
warnings had been posted. Third, the as­ 
sault was nggravaled, aud he would require 
$600 bonds for Beardsley’s appearance at the 
next term of the Superior Court. Bolton’s 
arm has become badly swollen, and his phy­ 
sician fears olood poisoning and the conse­ 
quent amputation of the arm. Bolton will 
also begin civil suit against Beardsley as soon 
as the extent of his injuries is learned.

A change of time in holding the annual 
school meetings throughout the State is an­ 
nounced. 
These meetings will be held on the 
first instead of the last Tuesday in August. 
Siiperintendent of Instruction Draper writes: 
“ The law provides that the school year shall 
close upon the twentv-tifth of July, instead 
of August 20. 
All reports are required to be 
made and tiled with the Town Clerk, as here­ 
tofore, between the close of the school year 
and the time of the annual school meeting. 
The reports for the present year m ust close 
with July 25. 
In all school districts in which 
the number of children of school age exceeds 
300, district officers must l»o elected by ballot 
on the W ednesday next after the first Tues 
day in August, between the hours of 12 noon 
and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
This provis­ 
ion does not apply to the counties of Rich­ 
mond, Suffolk, Chenango, W estchester, W ar­ 
ren, Erie and St. Lawrence. 
In these eoun 
ties the election in such districts will be held 
at the annual school meeting, the same as in 
all other districts.”
